What helps Abdullah Khalil

SOLDIER’S SIX-MONTH 
ASSAULT SENTENCE 
IS CUT BY HALF— 


A young British soldier who “lost itis head and behaved in a stupid 
fashion” (assaulting two Chinese girls in Wanchai) had hig sentence 

of six-months reduced by half by Mr Justice J. R. Gregg in the Ap- 
peals Court this morning. : 


Dunn was found guilty by Mr 
B. J. Jennings at Centro] Maogls- 
trdcy on August 28 of assault- 
ing two sisters, Chan Tai-mui 
and Chan Sai-nul, in Luard 
Road on August 4. 

The Prosecution’s cise was 
that the brother of the two 
girls, o blind man, had been 
siceping in a side lance when he 
was disturbed by Dunn, The 
two girls inter .cd and were 
assaulted, 

Appealing against the .six- 
month sentence, Major Hughes- 
Morgan said there had been 
some conflicting cvidence as to 
what actually happened. 


Very Minor 

While he did not intend to 
deny the assault, he went on, 
he pointed out that the injury 
received by one of the girls 
Was very minor and was the 
result of oa random blow 
rather than a foreeful onc,. 

Major Hughes-Morgan said: {t 
would appear from the evidence 
that one of the girls threw ao tin 
at the appellant’s forehead 
during the affray. 

Another soldicr who tried to 
stop the scuffle was bitten by 
one of the complainunts, he 
stated, ” * 

"J ask your Lordship to Jook
